This is one version of the story, and it 
comes pretty direct, and seem* to hit so 
squarely that the Judge has been in no 
haste to deny ii.

“I a»sent to this view with the assarance and 
understanding that each note# woald become a 
portion of the permanent currency of the country, 
practically equivalent to le*al tender notea in 
payment of ail debts, public and private.*' 
It Is suggested by the Times that this 
version miy not interest Mr. Williams, but 
it cannot hardly fail to interest both Par­ 
ker and Doolittle, ani that **it Is no trifling 
matter for aa amateur like Mr. Paul to 
mutilate the work of aa accomplished po­ 
litical letter wrtter like Mr. Doolittle, nor 
U it a small offense to amend the political 
platform of a candidate for Congress with* 
out hts knowledge or the knowledge of the 
man who wrote it for him.’’

Columbus, Ohio, Oct. 9.—Large num­ 
bers of politicians have been congregated 
at their headquarters during the day, in a 
state of feverish anxiety, which was caus­ 
ed by the early reports this morning that 
Governor Young had been defeated. At 
the Democratic room telegrams were re­ 
ceived which seemed to confirm the first 
report. The Democrats at once became 
enthusiastic, and, before noon, they claim* 
cd that Butter worth was also defeated, but 
about noon, the Republicans received news 
claiming the election of both by about 1,- 
100. This evening the Republicans con­ 
cede the election of Warner, Democrat, 
over Van Voorhees, in the Thirteenth 
District, by 54 majority. Ewing is also 
elected by about 500, which gives the 
Democrat** a majority ot one in the Ohio 
delegation.

Origin of Caum-Meetings- 
The first camp-meeting held in tho United 
Stales was held in UTO, in Kentucky, on 
the banks of the Keel river.

named McGee, one a Presbyterian minis­ 
ter and the other a Methodist, were on a 
religious tour from a Tennessee 
town, 
where the Methodist brother was settled, 
to a place called “The Barrens,” in Ohio. 
Arriving at a town on the lied river, they 
stopped to attend a sacramental service 
with a Presbyterian clergyman named Mc- 
Greedy. John McGee the Methodist, was 
invited to preach first, and did so, with un­ 
usual power and effect. His brother and 
another Presbyterian minister 
followed 
him with sermons, which also proved ol 
a m t effect. Tears llowed from 
many 
eyes 
and 
shouts 
* o! 
joy ‘were 
heard 
lrom 
all 
parts 
of 
(he 
house. Three of the Presbyterian minis­ 
ters left the church, but the McGee broth­ 
ers felt themselves too powerfully affected 
to leave under circumstances of to much 
interest. 
John McGee-wag expected to 
preach a second sermon, but w hen the time 
came he arose and declared to the people 
that the overpowering nature of his feel­ 
ings would not allow him to preach, and 
exhorted them to surrender their health to 
God. Cries and sobs were beard rn every 
part of the house, aud the excitement be­ 
came intense. 
Accounts of this extraor­ 
dinary movement soon reached the sur­ 
rounding country, and the people crowded 
to see what these people nu ant. They had 
■ever 
heard 
the like before. Many 
came from a distance in wagons, bringing 
provisions with them ; the tneetiog-bou*e 
OOttJd not contain all who came, arid an 
altar was therefore erected Ina neighbor­ 
ing forest. The novel procedure gave new 
impulse to the public interest, and tents 
being procured, with provisions and other 
necessaries, a camp was formed around the 
altar. 
The meeting was continued sev­ 
eral days. Leelanau divisions were for- j 
gotten for the time, and Presbyterian.*, 
Baptists and Methodists assisted each other 
in the work of saving tho unconverted, and 
nigger ted another meeting of tho kind, 
which was soon after beld near the Muddy 
river.
